THE PROSPECTS FOR THE PROJECT 


The legislation providing for the transfer of the eastern irri- 
gation project from the Canadian Pacific Railway to the sett- 
lers resident in the block was introduced into the legislature, 
last week. At the time of writing the bill has already been 
printed. There is little likelihood that much, if any, opposition 
will be encountered and the measure should be quickly passed. 

The ratifying of the deal by the province and the taking 
over of the project are important steps in what promises to be 
one of the most interesting experiments ever undertaken in 
Western Canada. The settlers on this irrigation project have 
an opportunity of developing a little commonwealth of their 
own. 

Irrigation is a necessity for the full production of agricul- 
tural wealth in this project. But the low prices obtainable for 
these products in the past few years, combined with a com- 
paratively high overhead, has prevented progress. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Kailway then made their rather astonishing otter 
and the settlers now have an opportunity to go ahead ‘‘on their
